1. Two radio statins are located in the building of the Iiddle Adriatie Ports 
Directorate in the Zenta quarter of Split, 


a» The International Naval Kadio Station of the Federal Ministry of Marine, 
whose call sign is YUS, operstes on 500 kilocycles, or 600 meters.* It 
Las American KCA equipment of 250 watts and is in good condition, This 
station is connected «sith the Middle Adriatic Ports Directorate as well 
as with the post office in Split. I communicates with all strips entering 
Yugoslav waters, A certain Stankovic, the ehief telegrapher, and eight 
other radjomen are employed by the installation. 


b, In addition to the International Naval Radic Station, the Federal Ministry 
of ilarine operates YUS<2 as a part of the Middle Adriatic Ports Directorate, 
This station sends eneryptea messaves to Yugoslav ships from @:00 p.m. until 
12300 nidnisht, and receives messages from the Federal Ministry of Marine 
from 12:00 midnight wmtil 2:00 a.m. It operetes on 6625 Meters (sie) with 
a strength of 1000 wetts. The equipment was manufactured by Hallicrafter 
in 2ritain end is in 200d condition. 


«o The Federal Ministry of Marine in Belgrade has redio contact with Rijeka, Split 
and Dubrovnik, The stations in these cities gather meteorological and other 
data from stations in lighthouses at Setac, Sveti Andro, Pelagrus, Blitvenici 
and Glavotek, as well as from the pilot ship PORTER. All of these stations are 
of American origin, type SAIF, with a strength of 40 watts. 


3» The military command of Lastove Island has an CCRe40, with a strength of 40 
watts, This station is connected to Korcula by telephonic cable. The chief 


of this station is Seeond Lieutenant Ante Gojkovic, uho is in charge of about 
25X1X_ eleven men, three of vhom are radiowen. annie there was a simi« 
dar stetion in <omiaa on the island of Vis. 
4o The post offices of Split, Lastovoe (on the island of Lastove) and komiza (on 
the island of Vis) have radio stations which are used for civilian commmiu 
cations, In ease of mobilization or war, these stations will be placed under 
the comand of the Ministey of Netional Defense ef the Federative People's 


Republic of Yureslavia. For this reason, all telerraphers go to Belgrade 
ouce & year Lor a course ‘in radio=telegraphy, Confidential orders y with 
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secret codes, are kept under seals in safes at these post offices and are 
to be opened only in case of mobilization or wer in the presence of the 
political commissariat of the respective post office, The equipment at 
the station in Split is of American origin, built by RCA, and has a 
strength of 250 watts. The other two stations are of German origin with 
a strength of 40 watts. At Iastovo the chief of the station is Tonke 
Lesic and the radio-telegrapher a certain Peric. The Radio=telegrapher 
in Komiza is Janez Hajna. 


s Apperently this means that they have a standby on 500 
kllocycles since this frequency is the International Distress Frequency, 
and thelr operating frequency was not reported. 
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
